“During the first four days of last week 
389 subscribers called at the company’s 
offices, in person or by telephone, and 
ordered their present telephone service 
changed to some other form of service 
under the new rates. 

“During the first three days of this 
week the number of applications for 
changes to the new rates was 1001. Of 
this number, 354 were received on Mon- 
day, 383 on Tuesday and 264 on Wednes- 
day. No solicitors were sent out to se- 
cure these applications. They were the 
direct result of newspaper advertise- 
ments containing simply a plain state- 
ment of the rates as applied to each 
exchange. 

“An analysis of these applications 
shows that they come from all parts of 
the territory, and from subscribers repre- 
senting practically every class of service. 
The 1001 new subscribers taken during 
the first three days of this week changed 
contracts fepresenting on their face a 
total revenue of $43,850 to contracts 
under the new schedule representing on 
their face a total of $35,041. So far as 
these figures are comparable, therefore, 
they represent a reduction in revenue of 
$8809, or a little over 20 percent. 

“The number of inquiries received dur- 
ing the first three days of this week, 
either over the counter or by telephone, 
was 1742. Of this number only 156, or 
less than 10 percent, were supplemented 
by comment unfavorable to the new 


rate schedule.”

Mayor Charles Bruce of Everett said 
that he had as yet not seen any argu- 
ment which would make him believe that 
there was any advantage to the out- 
lving districts in being legally connected 
with Boston as a part of that munici- 

« pality. He considered that the name of 
Greater Boston was a deception under 
the circumstances, and that the popula- 
tion of over a million, as represented in 
the press and other sources of informa- 
tion, would be taken as the real Boston 
by those who did not know. Mayor 
Bruce expressed his opposition to the 
metropolitan board as proposed by the 
bill of Representative Pierce. 

Chairman W. E. McClintock of the 
Chelsea board of control was somewhat 
chary of giving his opinion of the mat- 
ter just at this time. He considered the 
proposition of having a Greater Boston 
in name only, so designated by the 
Legislature and preserving the political 
integrity of the component parts, en- 
tirely different from a union whereby 
the cities or towns were partly or wholly 
absorbed. He was not ready to say 
whether or not he would favor either. 

Mayor John M. Woods of Somerville 
said that he did not see any advantage 
in the scheme of creating a Greater Bos- 
ton. He comsidered that cities were 
made by men, not by numbers. He 
compared it to business; if any one 
wished to find his firm they knew where 
he was located and could easily reach 
him, whereas if he were swallowed up in 
a large corporation it would not be so 
easy. 

Greater Boston has a population of 
1,423,431, as against 1,168,798 in 1900, a 
gain of 264,633, according to advance 
sheets. of the gowernment census. 

This information was furnished by 
Director Durand for the use of a com- 
mission appointed by the Massachusetts 
supreme court to make certain appor- 
tionments between several! 
towns in the metropolitan district on a 
population basis. 

Boston would be the fourth city in 
size in the United States if the sur- 
rounding cities in the metropolitan dis- 


trict, and commonly known as Greater , 


Boston, were included in the population 
of the city proper.

Kitchen Wisdom 

Potatoes should be peeled as thin as 
possible. Turnips must be peeled thicker, 
taking as a guide the line that appears | 
just skin. Carrots, parsnips 
and salsify should be scraped. Sweet po- 
tatoes and beets are boiled in their skin, 
savs the Ladies World. 

If a range has become red from over- 
heating or rust, before applying stove 
blacking rub the surface well with vine- 
gar, allowing it to dry. Blacken when 
the stove is slightly warm, not hot. 

When buying fow]s for fricassee, never 
allow the butcher to splinter the bones 
by chopping with the cleaver.

Revolutions are costly and the lead- 
ers are men without money but the pos- 
sessors of ambition for governmental 
power because of the opportunity it 
offers. The armies are supported by sup- 
plies taken from plantations and tribute 
exacted from rich men. In other cases 
money lenders, having no influence with 
the existing government, have quietly 
supported the revolutionists and taken 
the chance of liberal repayment in the 
event of victory. 

While no proof was ever made public 
a report was circulated that in‘the re- 
cent Nicaraguan affair money was ad- 
vanced to General Estrada by a New 
York concern. 
eral Estrada, installed as President, pro- 
poses to fund the public debt, which 
means that a new set of creditors will 
be given a share of the revenues of the 
country. 

An uprising is reported as being immi- 
nent in Honduras on account of an ar- 
rangement by President Davila with J. 
P. Morgan & Co. of New York whereby 
the banking firm could make a loan to 
clear up old debts. Before the agree- 
ment had been signed the people were 
aroused to the point of riot, and they 
threatened to depose Senor Davila if he 
executed the contract. Powerful inter- 
ests in Honduras, on the other hand, 
threatened to remove him if he failed 
to perfect the Morgan agreement. 

There is an element in Cdngress op- 
posed to this government mixing up in 
the affairs of the effervescent republics, 
as may happen if the creditors are Amer- 
icans, and a protest is expected against 
support being given the money lenders. 

Santo Domingo was brought to the 
point of bankruptcy by the money lend- 
ers. For a time there was a rapid suc- 
cession of Presidents in the island re- 
public. Little of the money was devoted 
to the public service, it is alleged. A 
few years ago the claims of creditors 
amounted to about $32,000,000, the inter- 
est on which was wholly beyond the abil- 
ity of the people to pay.

“OND APPLE ‘HOH 
“TO AWARD $25,000 IN 
PRIZES FOR WINNERS 


VANCOUVER, B. C.—It is estimated 
by the secretary of the first Canadian 
national apple show, Oct. 31 to Nov. 5, 
‘that there will be 21 carloads of apples 


exhibited at the big exposition. Every 
province of the dominion, England, Aus- 
tralia and many parts of the United 
States will be represented. 

The exhibition rules require 600 boxes 
of apples for a car, hence there will be 
a grand total of 12,600 boxes of apples 
on display. A box of apples is approxi- 
mately 20 inches long. If all of these 
boxes of apples were placed end to end, 
and a little boy told he could have the 
last box in the row if he would go 
after it, he would have to walk over five 
miles to get it. 

There are 36 to 225 apples in a box, 
according to size and the manner in 
which they are packed. The average 
would therefoge be about 130 apples to 
each box or a total of 1,638,000 apples 
in the entire show. These apples will 
average about 2% inches in diameter, 
and if they were placed in a single row 
it would be 698 miles long. 

The owners of these apples will re- 
ceive $25,000 in prizes, or nearly two 
dollars a box. After the show is over 
the apples will sell readily at $2 to $5 a 
box, say an average of $3.50 a box, or a 
total of $44,100. Therefore, the exhibi- 
tors will receive approximately $70,000. 

In connection with the big show, which 
will be held on Wednesday, Nov. 2, @

UNIVERSITY SEEKS 
DR. HILL AS HEAD 


MINNEAPOLIS—The board of regents 
of the Minnesota university will not 
choose a successor to President Cyrus 
Northrop until about the middle of No 
vember, according to the retiring presi- 
dent. The regents hope to secure Dr. 
Albert Ross Hill, president of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, to whom the position 
was offered when he was in Chicago some 
months ago. 

When Dr. Hill returned to the Missouri 
university he placed the matter before 
his authorities, and they promised him 
more liberal support if he would remain. 
Accordingly they prepared a constitu- 
tional amendment, authorizing the state 
Legislature to levy a three-fifths mill tax 
as a special revenue in support of the 
university. Should this be carried Dr. 
Hill would be under obligation to remain, 
but if not he would be free to accept the 
Minnesota offer.

It is very likely the case that these sales are to proceed 
according to law, as such sales have been carried on for years past; 
but if there is sincerity in the movement to preserve the public lands 
for the actual settler—for the people—then opposition to the 
distribution of these lands as proposed may well express itself in a 
demand for postponement until the law can be changed. 

There might be some excuse for haste in disposing of the lands 
if they were to be sold exclusively to homesteaders, but under the 
circumstances there is no excuse at all for hurried proceedings. On 
the contrary, if all of the recent conservation congresses and all of 
the recent conservation speeches were intended to mean anything, 
it was that haste in the distribution of public lands should come to 
an end, and that henceforth the natural resources of the country, 
whatever form they might take, should be guarded as jealously 
and distributed as carefully as a provident and prudent father would 
husband and divide an inheritance among his children. 

What is invited in the present instance, apparently, is a scramble 
for the land in which the strongest, undoubtedly, will secure the 
largest share. President Taft, through Secretary Ballinger, would 
do well to countermand the sales. They can await the passage of 
a bill to meet their special requirement, if there is at present no law 
that will prevent the spoliation which the President and the secretary 
have declared they will no longer permit.

It WouLp be difficult to draw a comparison 
between the states of Texas and Pennsylvania 
under ordinary circumstances, and even in 
the present instance the names of the two 


Texas and 
are coupled only for the purpose of 
Pennsylvania ' accentuating and emphasizing the ratio of 


growth in population in the Lone Star state. 
Pennsylvania is one of the states of the 
Union where growth in population has been 
continuous and steady. According to the 
census returns now in, her smaller cities have made a larger 
percentage of gain than those of any other state in the East, taken 
as a class. Their gain is greater even than that made by most of 
the larger cities. While the general percentages of increase have 
been below 20, those of the considerable towns and cities of 
Pennsylvania have, in the main, been above it. Scranton has 27.3, 
Wilkes-Barre 29.7, Allentown 46, Johnstown 54.4, Altoona 33.38, 
Erie 26.2, Newcastle 28 and McKeesport 24.7. This is a fine 
showing, and, taken with the percentages that fall below 20, the 
indications are that the state as a whole will show a gain.of about 
18 per cent. 

Turning to Texas, we find that Houston, which ten years ago 
had a population of 44,633, has now 78,800 inhabitants, a gain of 
76.3 per cent. San Antonio, with a population of 96,614, shows a 
gain in the decade of 81.2 per cent, while Dallas, with a population 
of 92,104, has a gain‘of 116 per cent. Most remarkable of all, 
however, is the exhibit made by Ft. Worth, which has climbed from 
26,668 in 1900 to 73,312 in 1910, a gain of 174.7 per cent. 

Very different are the resources of the two states, and yet in 
each instance they are such as to insure for many years to come a 


From the standpoint of industrialism, progressive Germany has 
by necessity been obliged to meet many 1ssues where capital and 
labor enter common ; very nation moving forward has 
the identical problem to combat.

Wages commensurate with work well 
done are strong factors for internal peace.

By beginning early there 
will be time for academic work, for then manual training will not 
be crowded into the ‘closing year at.school. 

All this in the direction of growth, and the Star of the city 
named, approving of Professor Brandon's proposals, very properly 
turns to another satisfying phase of development. This is the union 
of manual training and vocational work that is being tested 
practically this year in Providence, R. I. Here a course of industrial 
training has been opened in connection with the city's technical high 
school.

The first year is made probationary. If the pupil does net display 
aptitude for mechanical work he is put in the regular school course. 
Cooperation on the part of factories in whieh the pupils will work, 
and by which they shall be paid for their work at the rate of 
ten cents an hour, has made this method of imparting vocational 
instruction possible,

work without trades will be fewer. It will be well then if 
American boys shall be fitted for something higher than mere toil, 
and well for the country, because the country will have greater need 
than ever for skilled artisans and mechanics. .
